PhilatclisU 

Philatelists  are  rounded-out  individuals. 
Their  study  of  stamps  brings  them  into  close 
touch  with  the  roots  of  a land,  its  history 
and  pioneering  times.  Mr.  Gerald  E.  Well- 
burn.  of  Deerholme.  in  an  address  before  a 
local  organisation  this  week,  made  a hne 
contribution  to  the  remembrance  of  early 
days  in  the  Crown  Colonies  of  Vancouver 
Island  and  British  Columbia.  His  lecture, 
illustrated  by  lantern  slides  of  the  actual 
stamps  in  use  from  the  1850's  on.  bore  upon 
governance,  communications,  shipping,  cus- 
toms and  excise,  trade  and  almost  every  fea- 
ture of  community  life  in  those  times.
